To the Inhabitants of the Town of Candia, New Hamp- 
shire in the County of Rockingham in said State, quali- 
fied to vote in Town Affairs: 


PASH 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Candia on Tuesday, the 11th day of March next at nine of 
the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following sub- 
jects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make 
appropriation for the same. 


3. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
for Memorial Day. 


4. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
for Old Home Day. | 


5. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
for Smyth Public Library. 


6. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
for roads and bridges. 


7. To see how much money the town will raise as 
recommended by New Hampshire Highway Department. 


8. To hear the proposition of the state forester relative 
to control of pine blister rust and pass any vote relative 
thereto. 
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Y. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum 
of ($350.00) three hundred and fifty dollars for the pur- 
pose of completing a driveway through More’s Park and 
the Page field to the Holbrook Cemetery and do other 
necessary work. 


10. To see if the town will raise the sum of twenty-five 
dollars ($25.00) for the purpose of a flag staff on the town 
hall. 


11. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of six 
hundred dollars ($600.00) for the purpose of housing 
tractors and tools. 


12. To see if the town will raise $13,520.00 toward the 
construction of the Trunk Line road and authorize the 
selectmen to borrow from the state (agreeable to Chapter 
50, Section 5, Session Laws of 1929) the balance necessary 
to complete this trunk line. 


13. On the petition of Charles W. Phillips and others 
to see if the town will raise the sum of two hundred dollars 
($200.00) to be used for the maintenance of the fire appara- 
tus and equipment of Candia Vol. Fire Department, Inc. 


14. On the petition of John H. Hall and others to see 
if the town will vote to raise the sum of three hundred and 
sixty dollars ($360.00) for the purpose of providing a first 
quality maple floor in the Town Hall, suitably laid for 
dancing purposes. Money to be expended under a com- 
mittee of three appointed from the floor at this meeting. 


15. On the petition of John H. Hall and others to see 
if the town will vote to raise the sum of one hundred and 
forty dollars ($140.00) for the purpose of providing a 
North Carolina floor for the stage in the Town Hall, money 
to be expended under direction of a committee of three ap- 
pointed from the floor at this meeting. 


16. On the petition of the Candia Chamber of Com- 
merce to see if the town will vote to have a town planning

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board consisting of nine members representative of all 
parts of the town; for the purpose of bringing before the 
town at the regular town meeting such articles as may be 
for the best interest and benefit of the whole town. This 
board to be elected annually and to consist of the following 
citizens: For this year, George M. Dickey, Jr., Dana Brown, 
Charles F. Fifield, Paul E. Sargeant, Fred L. Corson, 
Arthusa McQuaid, Andrew Johnson, Charles W. Phillips, 
and John Hobbs. 


17. To seeif the town will vote to raise $600.00 for the 
purchase of a tractor for highway department. 


18. To see if the town will vote to raise seven hundred 
dollars ($700.00) a year for five years for the purpose of 
building and extending the electric lights up High Street, 
South Road, Patten Hill Road and any other roads that 
may be practical.
